The program for the sixth session 'of 
The School of English, which will be 
held at Bread Loaf from June 30 to 
August 14, is attracting much atten- 
tion, especially among High school 
teachers of English. In addition to the 
staff of regular instructors, an especial- 
ly attractive list of special lectures by 
well known writers has been arranged. 

Tihe visiting lecturers for the summer 
are Marguerite Wilkinson, Fred Lewis 
Pattee, Hamlin Garland, Carl Sand- 
burg, Louis Untermeyer Jahn Farrar, 
and Rollo W. Brown. In addition ‘to 
their lectures before the School as a 
whole, these writers will meet members 
of the School in personal conferences 
on their problems in creative writing. 
Most of the lecturers will remain sev- 
eral days at Bread Loaf. 

Mrs. Wilkinson is widely known as 
the author of “New Voices,” and other 
critical writings on recent poetry, as 
well as for her own poems, “The Great 
Dream”, etc. She is a member of The 
Poetry Society of America, the Authors’ 
League of America, and is popular as a 
lecturer ‘on contemporary poetry. 

Doctor Pattee is one of the great au- 
thorities on American Literature, 
known especially for “American History 
Since 1870” and “The Development of 
the American Short Story”. He is 
chairman of the section on American 
Literature of the Modern Language Als- 
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sociation of America. He is a member 
of the faculty of Pennsylvania State 
College. He published this winter a 
book of critical essays, “Tradition and 
Jazz”, which thas aroused vigorous com- 
ment 

Louis Untermeyer, critic and poet, is 
the author of “American Poetry Since 
1900”, the compiler of widely used an- 
thologies of the contemporary poetry 
of England and America, besides being 
the author iof several volumes of poems, 
“Challenge”, etc. Mrs. Jean Starr Un- 
'termyer, also well known as a poet, will 
accompany ‘her husband ito Bread Loaf. 

John Farrar is editor of “The Book- 
man” and ‘holds an important editiorial 
position in the publishing house of 
George H. Doran & Co. He thas pub- 
lished a volume of poems, “The Middle 
Twenties’, has written plays, and has 
lectured widely on literary subjects. 

Hamlin Garland, author of “A Son of 
‘the ¡Middle Border”, has been a force 
in American literature for many years 
through his many novels and short 
stories, as well as through his leader- 
ship and critical writings. 

Carl Sandburg has exerted great in- 
fluence on contemporary poetry through 
his various volumes, “Chicago Poems”, 
“Smoke and Steel”, etc., and thas re- 
cently delighted tthe public with ‘his 
‘children’s stories in “Rootabaga Pig- 
eons.” 

Rollo W. Brown is ‘the author of 
“How ‘the French ¡Boy (Learns lto 
Write”, “The Writer’s Art”, etc., and 
contributes to Harper’s (Magazine and 
other periodicals. His recent book, “The 
‘Creative Spirit”, was highly commend- 
ed by Stuart Sherman in a recent ar- 
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iticle in this weekly review, “Books” 
Professor ‘Brown has dectured widely 
on Australian Literature, Education in 
France, and The ¡Creative Spirit. In 
addition to his extensive literary work, 
he has had rich experience in college 
teaching. 


The Staff 


The Bread Loaf bulletin lists twelve 
courses in Methods of Teaching, Litera- 
ture, and Dramatic Production, to be 
given by the eleven members of the 
regular staff of the School. Dean Wil- 
fred E. Davison and Doctor and Mrs. 
Vernon iC. Harrington, of Middlebury, 
have been members of the staff from 
the beginning of the School in 1920. 
Other members of the staff who have 
been previously at Bread Loaf are 
Leonora ‘Branch, A. M., Asst. Professor 
in English, Mount Holyoke ‘College; 
Sidney Cox, A. M., Associate Professor 
of English, The University of Mion- 
tana; Donald M. Oenslager, A. B., of 
the Provincetown Playhouse, New York 
City; ¡Ruth H. Spoor, formerly of The 
Artistic and Producing Force of the 47 
Workshop. 

Five teachers have been added to the 
staff this year: Professor Robert M. 
Gay, Litt. D., Head of the English 
Department of Simmons 'College; Mor- 
ris E. Speare, Ph. D., Professor of Eng- 
lish in The University of Maryland; 
Mrs. Florence L. Speare, Formerly Di- 
rector of Speech Education at Goucher 
College; Edith R. Mirrielees, A. B., 
Assistant Professor of English, Stan- 
ford University; Lucia M. Mirrielees, 
Ph. D., Assistant Professor of English, 
the University of Montana. 
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The Courses 


Professor (Cox will give the course in 
Creative Writing. After his visit to 
Bread Loaf last summer, John Farrar 
wrote in The Gossip Shop in “The 
Bookman”: “We find it difficult to pay 
adequate itribute to the place, for it 
gave us a new inspiration to go on with 
the work of the winter, and it also gave 
us four or five excellent contributions 
for ithe magazine, so stimulating did the 
various courses seem to be to creative 
writing. We were particularly struck 
with that of Sidney iCox, a brilliant 
young professor from lthe State Uni- 
versity of Montana, whose methods are 
unusual, and whose results are amaz- 
ing.” Professor (Cox is a graduate of 
Bates College and received the degree 
of A. M, at the University of Illinois. 
He has had wide teaching experience in 
both High school and coifege land 
brings to his work valuable personal ex- 
perience as a writer. 

The course in The Teaching of Eng- 
lish will be given by Miss Lucia Mir- 
rielees. After study at Stanford Uni- 
versity, the University of (California, 
and Teachers’ College, ‘Columbia, Miss 
Mirrielees received her Doctor’s degree 
from Stanford University, her thesis be- 
ing a study of American university 
training in English of prospective High 
school teachers. She has had experience 
in teaching English in both High school 
and college, was for two years in charge 
of student teachers at the training 
school connected with the University 
of California, and has studied tthe 
teaching of English and teacher train- 
ing methods in England and France. 
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An interesting article of hers was pub- 
lished in the January number of “The 
English Journal.” 

(Mrs. Speare will give a course in 
Literature Intenpretation, which is es- 
pecially designed 'to aid the iteacher in 
‘the class-room. It will include ‘train- 
ing in the fundamentals of speech and 
the vocal interpretation of the spirit 
and form of English prose and poetry. 
Mrs. Speare, ia charter member of the 
47 Workshop, was for several years As- 
sistant Dramatic ¡Critic of the ‘Boston 
Herald. She had published short stories 
a novel, and a number of plays, among 
them “The ‘Case of the Jonses”, the 
first Harvard Prize Play to be accepted 
by the Keith Theatres. She was Pro- 
ducer and part-author of the Pilgrim 
Tercentary Pageant, “The Birth of Am- 
erica”, presented as the Souther cele- 
bration in 1920. In addition ‘to her ex- 
perience as Director of the Department 
of Drama and Expression in Goucher 
‘College in 1919-20, she was (Lecturer in 
English in John Hopkins University in 
1920-21. 

Dr. Harrington’s course in Browning 
is considered one of the best courses 
given at Bread (Loaf. Dr. Harrington 
is a graduate of Middlebury ‘College 
and of Andover Theological Seminary. 
He was for a time a graduate student 
at ‘Harvard University, and for two 
years studied in Europe, ‘traveling 
widely on the !Continent and studying 
at the University of Berlin and at 
Oxford University. Following pastor- 
ates of several years in Massachusetts 
and Ohio, he became a member of the 
English Department of Oberlin ICollege. 
He came to Middlebury in 1913 as As- 
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sistant Professor of English and ¡Public 
Speaking, served a year as Professor 
of English, and in 1917 became Board- 
man Professor of Philosophy at Middle- 
bury. He received the degree of L. H. 
D. in 1908 from the University of Wor- 
cester. His publications include “The 
Problem of Human Suffering”, and 
“Browning Studies”, and intnoduction 
to the study of Browning which thas 
aroused much favorable comment. Dr. 
Harrington's presentation of the Pom- 
pilia monologue from “The (Ring and 
Book”, which it is hoped he will give 
again this summer, has been one of the 
outstanding events in the rich series 
of programs given at the School. 

Miss Leonora Branch, who gives the 
course in Literary Appreciation, is a 
graduate of Smith ‘College and took 
her ¡Master's degree at Wellesley. She 
taught for ‘three years at Vassar ‚Col- 
lege, anıd is at present a member of the 
English faculty at Mount Holyoke Col- 
lege. Her training has been enriched 
by extensive travel in this country and 
in England iand Italy. As a writer, she 
has printed privately a volume of poems 
and ¡has occasionally contributed poems 
and reviews lto various papers and jour- 
nals. 

Miss Edith Mirrielees, who will give 
the course in The Short Story has done 
graduate work at Stanford University, 
the University of ¡California, and the 
University of Chicago. Miss Mirrielees 
is a writer whose short stories have been 
included in anthologies such as “At- 
lantic Narratives”, and “Representa- 
tive Stories”. “Professor Boynton Re- 
reads History”, published in The At- 
lantic Monthly last August, was chosen 
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by the O. ¡Henry Memorial Volume 
Commititee for the 1924 volume. Miss 
Mirrielees has had rich experience in 
teaching both the history and ithe writ- 
ing of the short story. 

Doctor 'Speare will give two courses, 
“The American Novel, and Modern 
Drama. His book, “The Political 
Novel”, recently published by the Ox- 
ford University Press, “has been called 
by ‘The Bookman’ tthe most valuable 
study of that important development in 
modern English and American litera- 
ture ithat we have yet read. It has 
been recommended in a special an- 
nouncement of the ¡Club Service of the 
Department of the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s ‘Clubs. Professor 
Speare is a graduate of Harvard, re- 
ceived his A. M. from that institution 
and his Ph. D. from Johns Hopkins 
University. He has taught in several 
important institutions, including The 
University of Wisconsin, the U. S. 
Naval Academy, and the summer ses- 
sions of Harvard and the University 
of (California. He thas published several 
books ‘and numerous reviews and pa- 
pers in important literary journals. 

The course in Contemporary Poetry 
will be given by Professor Gay, 'Presi- 
dent of the New England Association 
of Teachers of English in 1924-5, Pro- 
fessor Gay is a graduate of Polytechnic 
Institute of Brooklyn, received his A. 
M. from ¡Columbia and the degree of 
Litt. D. from Dickinson College. He 
has had teaching experience in private 
preparatory schools, Goucher College, 
and in the Summer School of Johns 
Hopkins University. He has publish- 
ed several volumes, “Writing Through 
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Reading”, “Fact, Fancy and Opinion”, 
etc., and contributes frequently to The 
Atlantic Monthly. Professor Gay was 
recommended to Bread [Loaf by Doctor 
Robert Frost. 

The courses in Dramatic Production 
will be given by Mr. ‘Censlager and 
Miss Spoor, who will have charge to- 
gether of the Laboratory in Play Pro- 
duction, which furnishes training in 
acting, directing, and the staging of 
the plays presented weekly in Little 
Theatre. 

Mr. Oenslager will give the course in 
Theory of Play Production and Miss 
Spoor that in Theory and Practice of 
Stage Design. Both Mr. Oenslager 
and Miss Spoor were itrained in The 
47 Workshop and were brought to 
Bread ¡Loaf through the personal rec- 
ommendation of Professor George P. 
Baker. Miss Spoor is a graduate of 
Willamette University and has studied 
in the Leland Powers School. She thas 
studied costuming with Helen Harring- 
ton Boyd, with practical work in the 
St. James Theatre under the direction 
of the well-known scenic artist, Direc- 
tor Hansen. 

In addition to his training at Har- 
vand in The 47 Workshop and as Art 
Director of the Harvard Dramatic Club, 
Mr. Oenslager has worked with the 
Stuart Walker Stock Company, with 
Frank Zimmerer, and has twice visited 
Europe to study dramatic production. 
Last year he visited all the principal 
dramatic centers of Europe as the hold- 
er of the Sachs Travelling Fellowship 
of Harvard. His studies of the manners 
and methods of the theare in different 
countries have appeared in the Boston 
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Transcript and the Theater Arts 
Monthly. He has been this year with 
the Provincetown Playhouse, working 
under the direction of Robert Edmund 


Jones and Kenneth MacGowan.
